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REMARKS 

The Examiner has required an election in the present application between: 

Group I, containing claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 drawn to a new carbonated candy-type vitamin; 

and 

Group II, containing claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 drawn to a process for the preparation of a new 
carbonated candy type vitamin. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicant elects Group I 
(Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6) drawn to a new carbonated candy-type vitamin. Applicant also elects 
the species of the Vitamin preparation of claims 2-4 and Vitamin C (ascorbic acid) of 
claims 2 and 4. Applicant makes this election with traverse because of the close 
relationship between all of the various vitamins. It is believed they should be in a single 
application.
